Buildlna in Europe, 

A great Methodist (;hureh. erected 
and maintained by the Methodist Kpls- 
coiiHl Church, South, will be erected 
amid the ruins of Tpres, in Belgium. 
This waa stated by Dr. W. B. Beau- 
cliamii. director-general of the Cen- 
tenary Coinmi.seion. who, with Bishop 
.laiiieM Alkliia, the liishop in charge of 
ICuropean mission fields, just returned 
from Belstum. 

The city of Tpres, terribly devas- 
tated, will not be rebuilt in itH en- 
tirely. The once magniiii-ent Cloth 
Hall, the finest in the worlii, the Cath- 
edral, the town hail, the i hurches, and 
other large ruins will be left as a per- 
petual memorial. 

On these the city mayor has caused 
Hit^ns to be erect«-d, readlni,': "This is 
ground. No stone of tlii.s i.ihi-ic 
may be taken away. It is a lierllaKc 
for all civillied peoples," 

"Yprea will always be ft mecca for 
travelers." snld i.'r. Beauchamp. 
"Thousands and millions will Hock to 
that battlefield. Our Church will not 
only minister to the people of Yprea 
and the surrounding territory, but It 
will also serve these visltgrs." 

The Methodists have- also purchased 
a great building In Brussels, which 
will be their headquarters for Burope. 
It wUI contain offices, an auditorium, 
reading and lecture rooms; a pubUah- 
itig plant and social equipment.^ 
; The Centenary Commission will 
specialise In caring for the children of 
I'.eipiuni. Si-rhla and other atrlcken 
eiMiiiiiii's of l-.'iirope, according to an 
announcement made by Dr. Beau- 
champ. For this purpose a large home, 
formerly a famous boys' school, Iuih 
been purchased at Uccle, a suburb of 
Brussels. Several hundred children 
can he aecommodnted in this building, 
and till .MetliodlHtM will asBume entire 
resiionHibiUty for thein and their fu- 
ture. . 

Another home has been bought at 
Belifrnde, Servhi, and here the under- 
fed orpliaiiH of the Hoilthern Slavs will 
he given medical attention and cnrod 
for. A staff of women physicians, .se- 
cured from Scotland, will be in chai-;:<- 
of this home. 

Still another orphanage lias been 
taken over at Faversham, lOiiglaiul. 
This iiome already contains more than 
a liundred Serbian children, orphaned 
refugees who were taken from their 
homes during the' Austrian Invasion. 

Bishop Kllgo Dead. 

Last Monday at Durham. N. C, 
Bishop J. C. Kllgo. long one of the 
'prominent leaders in Southern Metho- 
dism and one of the best known 
ecclesiastics In the south, passed away. 

Hlshoi> Kllgo waa long president of 
Trinity College at Durham. He was 
elevated to the episcopacy about ten 
years ago. He had visited Huntington 
on several occaalons and had presided 
a number of times over tbe annual 
session of the Weatarn Vlrvinta Con- 
ference.

Dr. Frank Crane Related 
to Big Sandy Families

It may prove of interest to our Bijr 
Sandy patrons to know that Dr, FVank 
Crane, whose great reputation as pul- 
pit orator aiid writer of magasine and 
newspaper articles, wbteh are current- 
ly read by a greater number of iiersons 
than hav« hitherto been reached by 
any writer, is descended from pioneer 
Big Sandy stock and related to many . 
distinguished families of that fair val- 
ley. 

Tin- niolliei- of Dr. (^laije was EUxa- 
iicth Mayo, daughter oi Jonathan 
Mayo, who was bom in Kloyd county 
In March, 1793. married Mary Morgan 
In 1816, and moved with liis younic 
bride to what was then the territory, 
now the state, of Illinois, in 1817. this 
young married couple beliiB the setjond 
family of whiles to settle In what 1« 
now EMgar county. Therein the mother 
of Dr, Crane was bom and married the 
Rev. J. L. Crane, a prominent Metho- 
dist minlHler, w-iio, in the civil war, 
was chaplain of tlie regiment of volun- 
teers raised and first commanded by 
Ulysses S. Grant. The friendship thus, 
foi-med and existing between Chaplain 
and Oeneral led to the appointment of 
Rev, Crane as postmn.iter at Spring- 
Held, UlincilB, the emolunieiiiH of bis 
office enabling him to provide for the 
education of Dr, Crane artd his not less 
able brother, Charles Crane, who at- 
tained great distinction as an able 
minister of the M'ethodist church, suc- 
cessvely occupying tbe greatest church, 
ea of the Methodist faith In Colorado 
Springs, Buffalo, N. T.. and at the 
time of his death was pastor of the 
(jicat Methodist Tabernacle at Boston. 

The wife of Jonathan .'Vlayo waa the 
sister of the wife of C.eneial Ale.yander 
I.ackey. and so the aunt of tji-eenvlll^ 
Lackey, late of Louisa, Morgan Lackey, 
ISIIsabeth Martin, wtfe of jno. P. Dav- 
idson, late of Prestonsburg. The mother 
of Dr. Crane was thus the cousin of 
these noble men and women, and Dr. 
Crane a cousin in remote di-t,iree of the 
descendants of these worthies, includ- 
ing among dthers such well known 
persons now living as Sena i or George 
B. Martin and sister. John M. Hopkins. 
Mrs. J. O. Mathewson and Mrs. E. H. 
Hughes, Inlluentlal ctlsens of Catletts- 
burg and Ashhind and the Influential 
family of Davidsons, In Floyd county.

Dr. Crane from pulpit and platform,, 
and ac(|ualnted with family traits and, 
characteristics of those desconde*" 
from the Morgan ancestry, sajBi' In 
person, rich vocabulary, form of dra- 
matic expression, and the Indcsorlb- 
ahle (luallty and power of matchless 
il, livci-y of the spoken word, Dr. Crane 
i.s comparable to none other than Alex- 
ander L. Martin, a cousin and tbe 
father of Senator Gsorge B. Martin, 
favorable comparison with whose ora- 
torical ability and power is compli- 
mentary to any orator of whatever 
degree or fame.
